Four pages of the current edition 
of The American Forestry, a monthly 
publication issued by the American , 
Forestry association, are devoted to 
the epoch-making tour through the 
Cherokee and Nantahalie purchase 
areas by an expedition of government 
and state officials under the auspices 
of The Constitution last May. The 
article is from the pen of Ovid M. 
Butler, one of the country’s most 
eminent foresters who was a member 
of the official party. 

Mr. Butler describes the tour from

Embassies Protest. 

The dragomans of the allied em- 
bassies protested this evening to Hik- 
met Bey, the acting Nationalist offi- 
cial representative here, against the 
wiolation of the neutral zone at Ismid. 

The nationalist cavalry has occupied 
Shile, which is on the Black sea coast, 
within the Ismid neutral zone. Small 
infantry and cavalry detachments also 
entered Darijé and Guebize, on the 
Anatolian railway, about midway be- 
tween Constantinople and Ismid. 

The Turks are adopting a similar 
method in this zone as in their ad- 
vance in the Chanak zone, with white 
flags swung down. 

Prepare to Leave. 

Preparations for an exodus from 
Constantinople in case of a Turkish 
entry or the serious threat of one are 
again being pushed in some quarters. 

The British consul has recommend- 
ed that all Briitsh families leave, and_ 
beth the British and the Italians have 
issued circulars directing their na- 
tionals in case of danger to repor? 
te certain designated places which 
will be protected by the military pend- 
ing evacuation of civilians. Similar 
orders were issued by Americans 
‘ecme time ago.

I had been uneasy about his 
condition, and had urged him not 
to remain so closely confined in his 
office and the senate. Just before 
leaving I told Senator Watson that 
I would not go unless he felt better, 
but he assured mé@ that he was im- 
proving and could look after any 
matters arising in my absence. 

Co-operated Fully. 

“Senator Watson and I co-operat- 
ed fully in all matters affecting our 
state, and our relations were cordial. 
in evety way. I feel sure that his 
hard work and close confinement were 
responsible to a great extent in 
bringing out his untimely end. 

“When the senate convenes I shal! 
ask that it adjourn out of respect 
to his memory, and that a day be 
set aside later for memorial addresses 
en his life and work. 

“] was one of the American dele- 
gates to the  interparliamentary 
union at Vienna, Austria, and had 
the opportunity of visiting Germany, 
Austria, Jugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and Hungary. In these coun- 
tries I conferred with the presidents, 
prime ministers and other high offi- 
cials where first-hand information 
was given of actual conditions. I[ 
believe conditions will gradually im- 
prove, although much _ uncertainty 
had been caused by the rearrangement 
of boundaries of the different coun- 
tries.

“This practice is disgusting and de- 
cidedly unhealthy, and it tends to 
spread disease and vermin.” | 

The committee reported that when 
they first visited the jail on February 
“7, the visit was expected, and ac- 
cordingly the jail was in a fairly clean 
condition, but that_‘‘none of the other 
three visits were expected by the jail 
officials, and each time the sanitary 
condition was found to be increasingly 
bad.” 

Insanitary Conditions. 

“When the last visit was made on 
July 21, the sanitary condition was 
unspeakably bad, and a_ nauseous 
odor was so much in evidence that 
ic was with great difficulty the 
inspection was made. Hidden filth 
in dark corners, the unwashed bodies 
of the prisoners, together with de- 
fective plumbing, undoubtedly are the 
-ause of.such an unhealthy atmos- 

here.” 

Belief that utter neglect of r- 
sonal hygiene regulations among pris- 
oners was in a large measure respon- 
sible for unsanitary conditions was 
expressed. 

“Prisoners are not required to take 
a bath or change clothing either when 
first committed to the jail or there- 
after. One may safely conjecture, 
therefore, that the large majority of 
the thousands of prisoners confined 
in our jail each year do not take a 
hath and change their clothing while 
in the jail. 

“Rathing regulations are abhsolute- 
Iv necessary in every prison and 
should he rigidly enforced. The ex- 
cuse given by the jail attaches that 
prisoners cannot he comnelled by Inw 
to take a bath Is entirely too weak.” 

% Segregation of Women. 

Referring to the segregation of 
women prisoners, the report says: 

“All women prisoners are suppos- 
ed to be isolated from tbe men in a 
wing of the jail. This wing is in 
charge of the matron who ig supposed 
to carry the keys to the wing and 
to take charge of all women prisoners, 
both white and colered. This wing 
i- divided into tWo parts. The front 
part is a rather large compartment 
containing a,central cage in which 
all colored women are locked. Back 
ot this compartment is another com- 
partment for white women, a_ sort 
of dormitory affair without cells. 

“We were assured on February 21 
that men are not permitted in the 
wing occupied by the women prison- 
Obviously this rule is one in 
theory only, for on the date of our 
last visit the matron, who by the way 
does not have an assistant to relieve 
her, was away from the building, and 
both doors to the women’s wing were 
unlocked so that any of the male 
prisoners on the, floor might com- 
mingle as freely as they desire with 
the white women prisoners, 

“We entered the women’s wing and 
found two colored men, probably pris- 
oners, sweeping out the white wom- 


en's part, and back in the} part

Employment of an additional ma- 
tron so that a matron will be on duty 
every hour of the-day and night was 
urged, 

Divided Management. 

In conclusion, the committee stated : 

“It is extremely unfortunate that 
the control and management of the 
jail is divided between the county 
commissioners on the one hand and 
the sheriff on the other. Such dual 
responsibility cannot but militate 
against the best interests of good jail 
munagement and treatment of pris- 
mers, : 

“We believe that the absolute con- 
trol of the jail should be veswd. in 
the county commission of roads and 
revenues, and that the commission 
should appoint the jailer, and his as- 
sistants, and that all expenses inci* 
dent to the management and conduct 
of the jail should be paid from the 
county treasury, not as fees, but as 
salaries, maintenance expense, etc. 

“We do not mean to cast any re- 
flections whatsoever on. any of our 
county officials. ‘The best ‘interests 
of thousands of unfortunate men and 
women are at stake, and the good 
>name of our county for humane treat- 
ment of these unfortunates 18 in- 
volved. We therefore believe that a 
centralized jail control will go far 
toward correcting the evils 80 ap- 
parently due to an antiquated county 
jail system.”

NO RESU YET 
AT MUDANIA., 

Mudania, October 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —The question of the 
evacuation of eastern ‘Thrace was 
not discussed at the morning confer- 
ence between the allied generals and 
Ismet Pasha, but was piaced.on the 
pfogram for the evening session, pend- 
ing receipt by the aliies of further 
advices from London and Paris. 

Ismet Pasha, acting for the Angora 
government, asked that a clause be 
included ji 
to the effect that since Turkey had 
released all Greek civilian prisoners, 
all Turkish civilian prisoners in 
Greek hands should be released. He 
demanded also the release immediafe- 
ly of all Turkish prisoners of war, 
but was not willing to reciprocate. 

The allied general replied that re 
garding the release of civilian .pris- 
oners, this matter would be referred 
to their governments. The release of 
prisoners of war, they declared, 
should be settled between the two 
belligerent countries. 

TO CALL PEACE 
CONFERENCE. 

Paris, October 7—France and 
Great Britain agreed on a Near East- 
ern policy and decided to call a peace 
conference to be held at Scutari on 
November 1, 

This was the decision reached by 
the allies and dispatched to allied gen- 
erals who are in Mudania after con- 
ferring with Ismet Pasha, Turkish na- 
tionalist representative: 

The Greeks must start to evac- 
uate eastern Thrace immediately. 

2. The Kemalists will not be per- 
mitted to cross the neutral zone ef 
the Dardanelles until final peace has 
been concluded. 

3. The allies will enter Thrace 
on the heels of the départing Greeks 
and take up control of the adminis 
tration of the territory. 

Turks May Enter. 


4. One month after the Greeks are 
out the ‘Turks may enter ang set up 
a civil administration. 

The above plan was first decided 
upon in a conference between Lord 
Curzon, British foreign minister, and 
Vremier Poincare of France, 

The tentative agreemett was Iaid 
before the British and French cabi- 
nets, who appraved it. 

Mustapha Kemal, leader of the Tur- 
kish nationalists, is thus faced with 
the svlid front of Britain, b'rance 
and Italy, who also approved the plan 
after it had been decided upon by 
her allies, 

The decision reached by the allies 
was their answer to the ultimatum 
of Kemalists that the allies evacuate 
eastern Thrace at once. 


Clever Compromise. 


The attempts to settle the Near 
Eastern crisis were transferred ta 
Paris after the deadlock at the Mu- 
dania conference which was followed 
by the Turkish ultimatum. 

By an ingenious compromise, Cur- 
zon, Voincare and Galli, of Italy, 
arranged so both Turkey and the al- 


‘lies will gain their points. 


Although the Turkish army will be 
excluded from Thrace, Turkey, through 
the installation of a civil police ad- 
ministration, will be in virtual pos- 
session of the territory within a 
month after the Greeks evacuate. 

The allies, however, cleverly arrang- 
ed to hold the pence conference be- 
fore the one month period expires, 
thus gaining their contention. 


Reason for Seutari. _

be held at Smyrna. Italy proposed 
Taormina, but Poincare, believing the 
Turks object to coming to Europe 
for the parley, tentatively selected 
Scutari. The suggestion of the 
Turks that the conference be held 
October was tuted down because 
that date would not give time for 
proper preparation for the confer- 
ence.

This was disclosed when members 
of the Hall household reported that 
Stevens was missing. He was re- 
turned to the home after the inquisi- 
tion and denied himself to  inter- 
viewers. 

All were referred to the Hall at- 
torney.

“Much of the dissatisfaction that 
arises when motor cars and trucks 
are repaired,” according to Ji A.

CORPORATION LAWS 
REVISION PLANNED 


Preliminary Report on Pro)- 
ect Made by Edgar 
Watkins. 


> 


Edgar Watkins, chairman of the 
committe on legislation and one of 
the governors of the city club, has 
just submitted a preliminary report 
for his committee which should prove 
of interest to Georgia business men. 
Mr. Watkins proposes that the com- 
mittee shall attempt to bring order 
out of chaos in the Georgia corpora- 
tion laws, “which, as cvery businesss 
man knows, have been passed from 
time to time with little knowledge 
of the subject matter and with no at- 
tempt to provide a logical dnd har- 
monious plan.” 

The report states that among the 
subjects which the committe on. leg- 
islation wll consider are corporation 
laws of Georgia. In thepast few 
years, it adds, studies have been made 
with the plan in mind to prepare a 
book on these laws, but they were 


found tobe in such chaotic condition 
that material changes which must soon 
be made would destroy the value of 
such a book. 

Because of this condition, it is de- 
clared, many business institutions have 
been, and still are being, incorporated 
under the laws of other states. Many 
states in the union have such definite, 
logical and comprehensive laws as to 
make it. advisable for large businesses 
to become incorporated under such 
laws, rather than under the inhar- 
monious, inadéquate and uncertain 
laws of Georgia, it is claimed. 

“If Georgia had a proper code of 
corporation laws, many businesses,, 
even those outside of Georgia, would 
be inclined to use Georgia charters,” 
said Mr. Watkins. “This would in- 
erease the business enterprises of 
Georgia and would add materially 
to our state income from corporations, 
but more than this, and more valu- 
able than this, would be the fact that 
Georgia co 
rights clearly, definitely and compre- 
hensively stated. Our committe ex- 
pects the full co-operation of Georgia 
business men in preparation of this 
suggested revision of our corporation 
laws, and we hope to make a complete 
report in ample time fer full consid- 


eration before the next meeting of the 
legislature.”

(John Corbin, in The North American 
Review.) 

In the refusal of middle class women 
to bear children there is, no doubt, a 
measure of cultural self indulgence, 
even of frivolity. There has been, of 
late years, a great increase of lecture- 
going, of devotion to music and the 
drama, of participation in the affairs 
of the world of society, fashion, travel 
—in brief, all the phenomena of a: 
rapid diffusing civilization. These too 
lead away from the home; no less: 
than industry, culture has gone out 
from the houhehold, and with much 
he same result—a tendency to limit 
the family. It is not without war- 
rant that the moralist inveighs against 


‘cestors, so wholesomely simple and af- 
But there could be no 
greater mistake than to regard all 
this as the result of wilful selfishness. 

Primarily the lifting the cultural 
standards of the middle class is the 
result of an instinct sound and salut- 
ary—calculated to give it precisely the 
breadth of outlook and tonic mentality 
which has hitherto been its greatest 
lack. Where once the class was pret 
ally lethargic, drab in its mood an 
shoddy in its taste, it is now intellect-\ 
nating. And it is right to be so. Who| 
is more surely entitled than the brain- 
worker and the mother of brainwork- 
ers to a wide spiritual horizon and 
deep culture? Few things could be 
more essential 'to the progress of 
civilization. Yet the fact remains 
that thus far the cultural gain of the 
class has contributed powerfully to- 
ward its ultimate extinction.

_ Berlin, October 7.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The fight for a living 


German women of rank into the world 
as bread-winners. In the face of the 
winter’s first chilly blasts many wom- 
en, who formerly were hostesses at 
Berlin’s brilliant social functions, are 
seeking shelter behind the doors of 
employment organizations able to fur- 
nish them with odd jobs. 

A varied assortment appears every 
oor gr in the headquarters estab- 
lished by the Housewives’ Association 
of Greater Berlin. This association 
aims to provide the needy of the mid- 
die classes with employment. The 
ordinary burgher’s wife, who though 
uneducated, is an expert needle wom- 
an, may be seen alongside a profes- 
sor’s wife or a countess. 


Free Instruction. 


The association examines the ap- 
plicants regarding their ability to fit 
certain kinds of work. It gives in- 
struction free, if required. It sup- 
plies home work, such as sewing and 
embroidering. The pfoducts are sold 
at the association’s salesrooms, the 
buyer never learning the identity of 
the actual producer. 

Private labor exchanges are un- 
able to conceal the former social 
status of their would-be employees.

Educational Committee—The crewded con- 
dition at Harlem academy should be relieved 
if possible, boy eight hundred children 
are working th teachers and facilities for 
about 450 or 500. We recommend that the 
educational committee shall endeavor to se- 
cure the Lipscomb property at the corner of 
Nebraska and Kay streets, which is well 1¢- 
‘cated and surrounded hy large grounds and 
lean be used as & temporary public school 
until the school board can provide a perma- 
nent school. 

Ilousing Committee—Because of the poor 
housing conditions ameng negroes in many 
sections of the city, including that part 
designated as ‘‘scrub’* and the lack of 
sanitary conveniences conducive to a health- 
ful community life, we recommend that the 
housing committee conduct.a survey in that 
section, securing all of the facts as to 
houses. outhouses, number of persena per 
given floor space, care of property, sanita- 
tion and the ventilation, ‘etc. 

Committee on Parka and Playgrounds— 
There are no recreational facilities pro- 
vided for the negroes of Tampa. We there- 
fore recommend that our parks and play- 
grounds committee file an appeal with the 
city commission for a share in the funds to 
be secured for such purpose through the 
bond issuc refered to by Commissioner 
Lowry Sunday, September 24, in our opening 
mecting.. Until playggounds are provided 
we recommend that the committee co- 
operate with the educational committee in 
its effort to secure the Kay and Nebraska 
streets property and improving the grounde 
so that they may be used after school hours 
for community purposes, 

Committee on Henlth and Sanitation—In 
a school nurse, we recom- 
mend that the health committee organize 
clubs in the various schools according ta 
the city health officer's plan, taking care 
to isolate tuberculosis and other contagious 
diseases. We recommend further that this 
committee co-operate with the City League 
ot Women's Clubs and county commission in 
procuring a tubercular preventorium for 
colored children. 

Committee en Finance—Because of . the 
deficiency of funds in the Urban league 
treasury we recommend that the finance 
committee conduct a membership drive No- 
vember 15-30. We recommend further drive 
for the annual budget be planned for Feb- 
ruary 1-18, 1923. 

<‘ommittee on Boys’ Work—To encourage 
thrift and industry among the young peuple, 
we recommend that the committee on boys’ 
work. organize throughout the city schools 
‘‘banking scouts,’’ who, with the co-opera- 
tion of such a banking institution as will 
consider the movement worth while, send 
tellers to the various schools each week to 
permit the opening of bank account on the 
part of the school children. It is further 
recommended that this committee promote 
the Big Brother movement for and among 
the eutbetanate and unoder-privilege boys of 
our community. 

Committee on Girls’ Work—We recommend 
that the Big Sister movement be launched 
at once, connecting up each deserving gir 
corresponding in type to the boys alove 
wentioned, with the woman who will take 
special interest in her development. 

Committee on Law Enforcement—Realiz- 
ing the need of checking-the growth of 
criminality through improper attention to 
Nuvenile and adult delinquency, we recom- 
mend that the law enforcement committee 
co-operate with the juvenile court and pro- 
bation work of the city in trying to provide 
proper care and training for errant boys and 
girls. We further recommend that this 
committee institute an educational cam 
paigu touching upon the benefits to be de 
rived from strict adherence to law. ° 

@emmittee on Membership—We recor® 
mend that the membersbip committee co- 
operate with the finance committee in cgn-

NO LIQUOR ON SHIPS. 


Regardless of the fact that it may 
have been well timed for political 
effect, the ruling of Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty, approved by Presi- 
dent Harding, prohibiting the car- 
rying of intoxicating liquors on all 
vessels flying the American flag, 
whether under control of the ship- 
ping board or not, and upon all for- 
eign vessels coming within the 
three-mile limit, is the only logical 
action which could have been taken 
in view of the national attitude 
which has been written into the 
country’s fundamental law. 

A vessel carrying the United 
States flag, is United States terri- 
tory, no matter where it is. An of- 
fense against such a vessel, though 
it may be at Hong Kong or Mo- 
zambique, is an offense against the 
United States. The whole force of 
the army and navy of the United 
States stands back of that vessel, as 
long as its activities are legal and 
right. And for that protection the‘ 
vessel owes allegiance which in- 
cludes obedience to the country’s 
laws. 

Likewise, any foreign vessel com- 
ing into United States territory is} 
called upon at least to respect the 
laws of the country. Neither officer 
nor member of the crew of such a 
vessel has any more right to trans- 
port intoxicating liquors into this 
country than he has to commit mur- 
der or rob the home of a citizen. 

The rule as issued by the attorney 
general removes the objection of un- 
fair competition raised by the ship- 
ping board when the demand first 
came for the exclusion of intoxi- 
cants from American ships. It was 
pointed out that the bulk of the pas- 
senger travel, which is a consider- 
able source of revenue, would flock 
to the foreign vessels the minute 
American vessels ceased to serve 
drinks. Now, under the ruling, since 
foreign vessels cannot carry liquors, 
they cannot serve them. 

The traveler may take his choice 
of flags, but legally he must go 
without his drink, regardless of the 
color of the banner under which he 
is sailing. The question is whether 
he will have to do without it in ac- 
tual practice. 

The department of justice will be 
closely watched and checked up in 
the quality and degree of its en- 
forcement of this ruling. American 
vessels will, in the main, heed and 
obey it. The department will fail 
in its duty to the nation, unless it 
provides equally rigid enforcement 
as to foreign vessels, at least until 
the courts shall say it did wrong in 
including them in. the order. 


STILL SOWING THE WIND. 

A few days ago another lynching 
was added to Géorgia’s already ap- 
palling record for the current year, 
and subsequently a white employee 
in a cotton mill at Bibb City, near 
Columbus, Ga., was dragged from 
his home, blindfolded, carried out 
into the country by a mob and 
flogged. 

All of this only goes to show that 
in permitting such brutal manifes- 
tations of the spirit of mab violence 
to continue, and the perpetrators to 
go “unwhipped of justice,” Georgia 
is still sowing the wind—inevitably 
to reap the whirlwind later on! 

According to the story told by 
the victim of the Bibb City flogging, 
a mob of men arrogated to itself 
the prerogatives of complaining wit- 
ness, arresting officer, jury and mag- 
istrate; accused a Georgia citizen of 
“misconduct with a woman,’ took 
him into custody in the night time, 
and, under cover of darkness, ad- 
ministered brutal punishment. 

The people of Georgia can stop 
this sort of thing if they will, simply 
by upholding the hands of the courts 
and seeing to it that jurors, sheriffs 
and prosecutors do their duty! 

In an editorial on ‘‘Georgia’s 
Lynching Epidemic,’ which we re- 
produce in another column of this 
page, The Springfield (Mass.) Re-: 
publican truthfully said, with refer- 
ence to a specific instance of lynch- 
ing in this state, “if the names (of 
identified members of the lynching 
mob) are presented, if the grand 
jury finds a true bill, if the indicted 
men are convicted; and if they are 
given such sentences as justice de- 
mands, the best that could be done 
will have been done. | 

The judges of Georgia are doing 
their part in denouncing mob vio- 
lence and, upon occasion, admonish- 
ing grand juries to find indictments 
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against participants in mob \demon- 


be 


holding the taw by following the 
charges Of the judges. 

Numerous indictments have been 
found against alleged mob members’ 
in Georgia within the last few 
months; but to date there has not 
been a single conviction! 


It rests with the trial jurors to 
do their part; 2nd with public senti- 
ment, to see that they do it! 

Our Springfield contemporary 
makes reference to the fact that the 
southern representatives in congress 
voted against the Dyer anti-lynching 
bill on the theory that lynching is a 
“local issue.” 


It may be a local issue, and it can 
be handled by local and state 
authorities; but, as certainly as day 
follows night, the time is coming 
when, if the local authorities and the 
people of the state do not put an 
end to lynching and mob law, it will 
become 2 national issue and the fed- 
eral government will assume juris- 
diction and do that which the state 
has failed to do!

When a circus wishes to present 
magnificent pageant of the many-¢et-| 
ored Past, its manager—who is never 
one of those people born at least one 
a minute—usually chooses the cele-| 
brated visit of the beautiful Queen 
of Sheba to the sapient King of Is- 
rael: apparently he could not be quite 
sure that his unchanging multitudes 
would enjoy the subtle flattery of 
recognition if they looked upon the 
arrival of the crafty Odysseus at the 
court of Alcinous, King of the Phaea- 
cians—even though he arrived under 
the protection of the beautiful princess, 
Nausicaa. And it is as certain that 
an illusion to the sad fate of Jeph- 
tha’s daughter would be intelligible to 
a larger audience than an illusion to 
the fate of Iphigenia, daughter of Aga- 
memnon, King of men, as that an allu- 
sion to the apple of Eden would be | 
more intelligible than an allusion to! 
the apple of Olympus. In quite plain| 
words, Americans know the literature 
of the Christian religion and of its| 
immediate theological forbear if they 
do not know anything else; and when 
Mrs. Dorothy Canfield Fisher’s long 
awaited translation of Giovanni Papl- 
ni’s “Storia di Cristo” is eventually 
published, it is safe to predict that 
the four articles on the celebra- 
tion Florentine which may be discov- 
ered in the admirable “Reader's 
Guide to Periodical Literature” will 
have increased to Dantean propor- 
tions, 

Papini, of course, is no stranger 
to our young intellectuals, but the 
thinness of our stratum of intelligent- 
sia—the abrupt and definite division 
in ouf national consciousness, is pain- 
fully witnessed when one discovers 
that there are faithful readers of the 
Atlantie Monthly who have never 
heard of Mr. James Branch Cabell 
and faithful readers of the Saturday 
Evening Post who have never heard 
of Mr. D. H. Lawrence. But by 
next spring, if Mrs., Fisher is indus- 
trious, Papini will ,have passed defi- 
nitely into the public consciousness, 
and Mr. Arthur Brisbane will fee! 
safe in mentioning his name. Already 
M. Paul-Henri Michel has been in- 
dustrious and those numerous resi- 
dents of Atlanta who read French 
more easily than Italian may now 
have his “Histoire du Christ’ in a 
translation which is nothing to boast 
of, but which is no worse than Mrs, 
Fisher’s is likely to be unless she does 
better by Signor Papini’s ideas than 
she has ever done by her own. 

Works Recently Published. 

‘The recent publication by the house 
of Crowell of Papini’s “Four and 
Twenty ds” is a phenomenon prob- 
ably not unconnected with these cir- 
cumstances and reveals him, so far as 
one can discover, for the first time 
in. English—the first time, at any 
Tate, in American. Only the first 
ten minds are from the original cele- 
brated “24 Cervelli;’ the next six 
are from his “Stroncature,” which 
being translated, is “Slashings” and 
the last eight are from “Testimo-

mind, the most wonderful mind and 
rnirit, surely, that mortal man has 
ever been given. Even to the great 
Ieonardo’s most devout worshipper, 
Papini is quite satisfactory—except 
that it is rather annoying to discover 
that Papini considers bim “his Leon- 
ardo. 

More Than Clever. 

The essays show that Papini is a 
good deal more than the mere bab- 
bling literary chameleon some people 
see in him, or than the case of manic 
depressive psychosis in which Dr. Jo- 
seph Collins finds the secret of his 
fondness for brushing aside barriers 
and jumping literary hurdles: most 
of them must have been written be- 
fore he renounced Marinetti and Fu- 
turism and afl their works, but there 
is no evidence that he suffered from 
beipg reminded of a_ steam-engine 
when he looked at the Victory of 
Samothrace. They are clever, cer- 
tainly, delightfully clever, and there 
are brilliant phrases which have sur- 
vived even a translation which con- 
tains such a sentence as this concern- 
ing Whitman—“he is content to con- 
template the awe of a Colorado can- 
yon.” But without wishing to re- 
flect upon cleverness—a most admira- 
ble virtue—Signor Papini is a good 
deal more than clever. In_ the first 
place he is a knowledgeable young 
man, and when geographically exigen- 
cies cause one to read a vast number 

American reviews one begins to 
venerate a learned critic; in the sec- 
ond place, he has always a more or 
less distinguished powwt of view, and 
whether he be right or wrong he 
would seem not to deliver smashing 
judgments with quite the casual incon- 
sequence of the well-known American 
critic whom people frequently mention 
in the same breath. 

Not that Papini is above changing 
his mind, but that is quite another 
matter. He changed his mind about 
Futurism, and now he has ‘changed 
it about a very different thing—his 
religion. Like so many restless, dis- 
tracted young men of his decade, Pa- 
pini has gone back to the one defi- 
nite and rock-founded solace—the 
church. His “Storia di Cristo” is 
no new “Brook Kerith,” no “Vie de 
Jesus;” it is based quite simply on 
the gospels and it has apparently re- 
ceived an official “Nihil Obstat.” The 
narrative is interrupted by long rhap- 
sodies, but Papini has not used Ais 
imagination to fill in the years of 


which we know nothing. Only in one 
quite understandable and rather touch- 
ing, if also rather amusing, way has 
he strained a few points—to take 
all the odium possible afvay from 
the Romans and to give as much as 
possible to the priests of Jerusalem. 
But this new Papini i& no violent 
transformation--only a very natural 
evolution of a man who was always a 
mystic in his fashion.

Georgia in the United States Senate 


Georgia is about to select some one 
to represent her in the United States 
senate.

Chanak: Europe’s Back Door | 


Chanak, the strategic poInt on the Asi- 
atic side of the Dardanelles, which 
figured in the headlines for weeks 
after the fall of Smyrna as a sort of | 
threatened British Thermopylae, means 
‘“pots’”’—scullery ware—according to a 
bulletin dealing with the region 1s- 
sned by the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

“But though it has a hum-drum 
name,” continues the bulletin, ““Cha- 
nak—or Tehanak-Kalessi—and its 
neighborhood have more than once: 
been the stage of acts which have rad- 
ically molded the World's history and 
even the world’s literature. Barely 
twenty miles to the south rese Troy, 
to furnish inspiration alike to Homer 
and his myriad of readers. Within 
a stone’s throw of Chanak, Xerxes in 
480 B. C., led his thousands of Per- 
sians across the Dardanelles on a 
bridge of boats in the first formidable 
expedition of Asiatics into Europe 
which history records. At the same 
spot a century and a half later Alex- 
ander led his smaller but more highly 
trained army into Asia on his tri- 
umphal econqest of the world. 

Turks Entered Europe There 569 

Years Ago. 

“It was from Chanak in 1355 that 
the Turks crossed to their first foot- 
hold in Europe—a crossing that gave 
Europe a problem that has bred wars 
and massacres and broken treaties for 
more than 500 years. 

“The Sea of Marmora into which the 
Dardanelles and the Bosphorus widen, 
forms a barrier between Asia and 
Europe. The roads between the ‘two 
continents lie across the two straits 
at its ends. Constantinople, at the nar- 
rowest point of the Bosphorus, is the 
front door; Chanak, where the Dar- 
danelles is most constructed, is the 
back door. It is natural enough, per- 
haps, that almost all of the historic 
invasions of Kurope from the east

should have been by the back way, and 


that there again today Great Britain 
should have made an important stgnd. 
Solar Plexus of Dardanelles. 

“Castle after castle, each fortifieal, 
comes into view on both the Asiatic 
and the European sides of the Dar- 
danelles as one steams from the Ae- 
sean toward Constantinople. But the 
narrows opposite Chanak are reserved 
for the castles of cast'es: The castle 
of Asia on the right, the castle of 
Kurope on the left. The Chanai 
fortifications were first constructed in 
1470, not long after Constantinop!e 
fell to the Turks. Ever since Chia- 
nak has been a piace of importance. 
In recent decades it has been the 
point of administration for all tix 
Dardanelles defenses—the solar plex 
us of the outer straits. Germ ar- 
tillery experts resided there during tke 
world war and modernized the for'tifi- 
cations. 

“Chanak, too, has been the gates :v 
to Constantinople for shipping. There 
each of the 12,000 ships that passe: 
through the Dardanelles in prewai 
days was-held until its papers were 
found to be satisfactory; and none 
could pass after nightfafi. Nearhy 
was anchored an important unit of the 
Turkish fleet, 


In Shadow of Mt. Ida. 
“To the western observer steaminsz 
up the Dardanelles the roles of Asiz 
and Europe seem reversed. All the 


scenic beauty is on the Asiatic side. 
where the steep slopes are clad wit!: 
beautiful forests. The European sid¢ 
is rugged and largely barren. 

“Of the beauty spots on the Asiatic 
shore few surpass those about Ch:- 
nak, where the constructed stream sud- 
denly widens out to form at once the 
Dardanelles’ most striking cape ani 
bay. Barely five miles to the souty 
are the ruins ofthe ancient city of 
Dardanus, which gives the strat :{s 
name. A few miles farther to the 
southeast rises Mt. Ida, where ods 


communed and from where flowed the 


famous Scamander to water the plains 
of Troy.”

The ninth lynching in 60 days, 
which took place in Georgia Thurs- 
day, should stimulate constructive 
thought by the congressmen from that 
state who voted solidly against the 
Dyer anti-lynching bill when it came 
up in the house at the last session. 
Lynching is a “local issue,” in the 
opinion of these men. ‘There should 
be time during the recess of congress 
to exercise practicaf leadership in 
dealing with the issue. 

The sheriff from whom the latest 
victim was taken by a mob of 50, 
some of them masked, explains that 
he and his deputies, though aware of 
reports that a lynching was contem- 
Thted, were taken by surprise, and 
e is quoted as saying, “There was 
‘nothing we could do but surrender 
the negro or get killed ourselves.’ ” 
The negro, tt appears, was charged 
with an attack upon a young woman, 
who, however, escaped without injury. 
He was being held for trial and his 
attorneys are reported to have planned 
to attempt to establish an alibi. There 
seems to be no reason for supposing 
that the law established by the peo- 
ple of the state of Georgia would not 
have taken its course. 

The sheriff says he recognized some 
of the members of the mob and will 
present their names to the grand 
jury. If he and his men were in as 
much danger as he seems to have be- 
lieved, this course would be rather 
courageous. If the names are pre- 
sented, if the grand jury finds a true 
bill, if the indicted men are con- 
victed and if they are given such 
sentences as justice demands the best

DRIVERS’ SIGNALS’ 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 

In a damage suit growing out of 
an automobile collision in New York 
the judge decided that the driver who 
gave a false signal as to his intention 
was to blame for the accident, aud 
that the driver who ran into him, 
while not without blame, could not 
be held liable for the “damage incident 
to the collision. The controversy arose 
over the use of axred “stop” light. 
Although the light indicated that the 
driver was going to stop, and the de- 
fendant driver so construed his inten- 
tion, he turned to the left and the re- 
sult was a collision. 

It is contended that a driver wlio 
bas his car under contro! at all times 
is never in danger of a collision be- 
cause of the failure of a driver ahead 
to give warning signals. This prob- 
ably accounts for the frequent care- 
lessness of drivers about signals, Tne 
driver who is careful about his sis- 
nals, however, is-likely to expect the 
same degree of courtesy and prudence 
in other drivers; and the fact that 
the law prescribes a set of signals is 
further proof that they are regarded as 
a help to safe motoring. As long as 
careful drivers find them useful they 
are likely to be regarded as essential 
to orderly motor traffic, especially in 
crowded city streets.

_ In Napoleon's time Britain fought 
in Egypt and in Syria to block the 
great emperor. Having defeated 
French efforts in Egypt, Britain en- 


tered a second conflict to make good; Mesopotamia and the British could} the war.

Until the rise of a hostile Ger- 
inany in the opening years of the 
present century, Britain had been the 
defender of the Turk, a role which 
carried with it certain unattrdetive 
responsibilities both with respect of 
Armenian and. .Bulgarian massacres. 
But when Germany challenged Brit- 
vin on the sea, British policy was 
compelled to seek Russian friendship 
and the Turk, seeing his British pro- 
tector become the friend and ally of 
his hereditary enemy, threw himself 
into German arms. ' 

The British bid for Gallipoli in 
ivl5, a bloody and terrible defeat, de- 
spite its glorious circumstances, was 
a new evidence of the value attached 
by Britain to the straits. Under war 
pressure, however, Sir Edward Grey 
was compelled to agree that the 
Ikussian should have Constantinople 
as his share of the spoils of victory. 

ad Russia remained in tbe war, 
therefore, the fate of Constantinople 
. would have been sealed. When Rus- 
sia withdrew, however. the British 
resumed their freedom of action. 

At Paris the British openly em- 
barked upon the great Greek adven- 
ture which has just come to ruin. 
Certainly the prospect was attrac- 
tive. Venizelos who controlled Greece 
was a statesman of the first rank and 
under his direction the Greek army 
had been reorganized and constituted 
a formidable force, the only real army 
in the Near East, since the Bulgarian 
and Turkish forces were disorganized 
and by the terms of the treaty of 
peace were to be practicalfy abol- 
ished.

Italian Danger 
Is Averted. 


One danger only seemed in sight. 
Italy bad been promised Smyrna un- 
der a secret treaty, as a part of the 
price for enlisting in the war. But 
if the Italians acquired Smyrna, 
then the whole conception would be 
negative. So hastily and with no 
real warrant in fact, Greek troops 
were rushed into Smyrna, France 
consenting to what was ob- 
viously a British manoeuvre and 
Italy engaged in a terrific battle for 
| Fiw < and practically friendless and 
helpless at Paris could dv noth- 
ing. . ; 

With the Greeke troops in Smyrna 
the Italian danger was averted. 
Meantime British representatives at 
Varis, with no little success, urged 
President Wilson the advantages of 
an American mandate fer Armenia, 
for Cilicia, even for Constantinople. 
{ well recall in Paris a conversation 
with Colonel House, in which he 
spoke enthusiastically ot the propvus- 
eu Constantinople mandfte and sug- 
gested that we should repeat at the 
Golden Gate our achievements in 
Ilavana. 

The British had no objection to 
our presence in Constantinople, be- 
cause we are neither a military puw- 
er nor could we bave any ambitions 
it the Near East. If we took over 
Constantinople, we should hold off 
the Russians, the Bulgarians and the 
Turks and in the nature of things 
four policy would fall in with the 
British. : 

But when we declined the man- 
date, or ruther when the whole Wil- 
son program went by the board, the 
British then boldly took up the task 
themselves. In their echeme_ the 
Greeks would be the eventual pos- 
sessors of the city and the straits 
and this meant British control. 

This control would be realized in 
two ways, first by putting the Greek 
army on guard on th land gates, 
secondly by neutralizing the straits, 
which wapld mean that they would 
in fact ~e dominated by the nation 
which dominated the sea. And it 
is worth recalling that in the Wasb- 
ington conference the British insist- 
ed that France and [Italy should 
each have a ratio of 1.75 to 5 im 
capital ships as contrasted with the 
British, which would insure British 
superiority in the Mediterranean 
even in the remte contingency of a 
Franco-Italian alliance. 

Why then did a scheme which 
promised so much come to nothing, 
what explains the 
trophe? There are many causes but 
underlying all is the development of 
Franco-British rivalry, to which must 
he added the Italian unwillingness to

How Scheme

Very early in the Paris confereres 
the French aspirations in Syria met 
British opposition: ‘The British bad 
promised Syria, indeed all Arab lands, 
to the Arabs, to Prince Fvisal, who 
bad headed the _ victorious Arab 
troops in their battle with the Turk 
in Palestine.

But the French bung on and the 
British could not go back upon their 
promise. Lloyd George: did manage 
to wring Mosul and the oil regions 
away from the French befvre _ the. 
French title to the Syrian mandate 
was recognized, but while this was 
profitable to the British it had small 
comfort for the Arabs, who saw al- 
most half of their new state thus 
signed away. Nor was the situation im- 
proved by the fact that Mr. Balfvur 
had promised the Jews a rave home 
in Palestine, and, under British *di- 
rection, Palestine, whose population 
is overwhelmingly Moslem, was_ be- 
ing organized as a Jewish colons, or 
seemed to the Arabs to be designed 
for such a future. 

Thus very early in the game the 
British lost the Arabs and with them 
their best ecard. As the Arabs be- 
came more and more dissatisfied 
with Britisk policy not only in the 
matter of Syria and Palestine, but 
presently in the mytter of Mesopo- 
tamia itself. Moslem unrest in Egypt 
and in India began to increase. No 
great was this unrest that the Brit- 
ish were presently obliged to re- 
nounce their protectorate over Egypt 
and recognize its independence sub- 
ject to limitations like those included 
in the Platt amendjnent with respect 
of Cuba.

German agent during the war and was 
personally responsible for the killing 
of many French sailors in Athens, in- 
stantly enstranged the French. 


France Opposes 
British Policy. 

Perbaps it would®be more exact to 
say that the return of Constantine 
gave the French a legitimate reason 
for hostility to Greece, for French op- 
position to Britsh plans in the Near 
East had already begun to crystalize. 
The French had never forgotten or 
forgiven Lloyd George's effort to pre- 
vent their occupation of Syria, nor had 
they forgotten how George, having 
raised the issue of self-determination, 
had abandoned it when he was able to 
get Mosul and the oil regions.

‘The Brit- 
ish refusal to support French policy 
toward Germany, both in the matter 
of reparations and in other directions, 
the failure of the British to give

contributing factors. France bad sup- 
ported Britain in the early days of 
the Greek policy on the assumption 
that what France gave in the Aegean 
she would be paid for on the Rhine. 
When the payment did not come to 
hand, France revised ber own policy. 
Proof of the revision come last year 
with the promulgation of a_ treaty 
between Kemal’s government = and 
France, negotiated by Franklin-Bouil- 
lon, a prominent French politician, 
who, oddly enough, was educated in 
Britain and épeais English fluently. 
Americans will recall that he visited 
this country during the war. By .the 
terms of the Angora agreement France 
renounced the Cilician portion of her 
Syrian mandate, accepted the Bagdad 
railway to the Eupbrates and prom- 
ised to furnish Turk forces with arms 
and ammunition, In return Francé ob- 
tained a number of profitable conces- 
sions and abolished all danger of an at- 
tack upon her Syrian mandate by the 
Turkish nationalist army led by Sa 


Actually, this Angora agreement 
meant that France had disassoviated 
herself from the British policy in the 
Near East and was in fast giving 
her support to Kemal. Italy on her 
part at once withdrew her troops from 
the Turkish territory assigned to oer 
about the Gulf of Adalia and some- 
what later also made a separate treaty 
with the Turks, which praetically re- 
peated the terms of the Freneh bargain 
made with Kemal] by Bouillon at An- 
2,ora, 

Thus the whole situation had chang- 
ed. Instead of facing a united and 
victorious combination of western 
powers, the Turks now faced only the 
Greeks, still backed by the British. 
Moreover, the Greeks under Constan- 
tine were something quite different 
from the Greeks under Venizelos. Fi- 
nally British support was daily weak- 
ening as a resnit of Moslem protest 
within the empire. In a word it was 
now becoming plain that Lloyd George 
bad backed the wrong horse. 

Last year the Anglo-Greek combi- 
nation undertook a final and terrible 
gamble. The Turkish army was stil] 
weak and relatively badly equipped: 
it had retired to Angora in the heart 
of Anatolia, and was there organiz- 
ing. If the Greek troops could reach 
Angora and destroy this force, -then 
Turkish resistance to the terms of the 
treaty of Sevres would collapse, the 
sultan would sign the treaty and the 
British plan would, after all, triumph. 

The campaign of the Greek army 
against Kemal was well organized and 
well conducted, the Greek troops 
fought bravely, and were successful

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Pvpigrs eg with the British ‘contention 
for the neutralization of the straits. 
There were not lacking British ad- 
visers, too, who warned the prime 
minister of the need of coming to 
terms with the Turks. But Lloyd 
George refused to yield.- In the end 
the great powers, after a conference 
in aris, sent Kemal a proposal 
which looked toward recognizing his 
claims in Asia, but refused to recog- 
nize his demands for Adrianople. 
Finally, comparatively recently. the 
Greeks announced the annexation of 
Smyrna and the surreunding country, 
and threatened to march upon Con- 
stantinople: At the same time Lloyd 
George mude a defiant speech in the 
house of commons which was accepted 
in Athens, and Angora alike, as com- 
mitting Britain to the support of the 
Greek cause. On the other hand, 
yielding to the protests of both the 
Italians and the French, Lloyd George 
did join these countries in forbidding 
Greek approach to Constantinople. 


Lloyd George’s speech was the final 
signal to Kemal. In it there had been 
the hint that the whole question would 
be treated in a forthcoming confer- 
ence in: Venice. But before the con- 
ference could be called’ Kemal struck, 
the Greek army ceased to exist and 
the victorious Turkish army wag ruxh- 
ing westward toward the coast of the 
Aegean and the straits. There was 
an end of the Greek pbase. 

In this situation there was a real 
panic in Downing street. An appeal 
was issued to the Dominions to send 
troops, an appeal which had a sin- 
gularly cold reception in Ottawa and 
Cape Town and excited little enthu- 
siasin in Melbourne. Morvover, when 
London sounded Paris and Italy the 
response was =unsympathetic and 
French and Italian troops were with- 
drawn from the Asiatic side of the 
straits tou avoid any possible conflict 
with the Turks. Thus the British 
were left alone, the Greeks having 
disappeared and the French and Ital- 


ians declining to participate in any 
defense against Keinal. 

Kemal. on bis side made no dis- 
guise of his purpose, He already had 
Symrna, he meant to have Adrianople, 
to evict the allied garrisons in Con. 
stantinople and Scutari. He demand- 
ed the old European frontier of Tur- 
key, the Maritza river, from Adri- 
anople to the sea, thus calling upon

Briefly, this is the history of events 
down to the moment I write. In 
Greece the collapse of the army has 
led to the second abdication of Con- 
stantine and willdoubtless bring about 
the return of Venizelos, but able as 
is the great Cretan, it is difficult to 
‘see how he can save much out of the 
wreck. In sending bim into . exile 
Greece deliberately sacrificed her 
greatest asset.

It will 
be very interesting to watch develop- 
ments and see the result of its latest 
drive for business, but those who just 
watch and do not set themselves will 
be, to use the vernacular ‘out of luck.’ ”’ 


In discussing the efforts of tlie 
Soutbern Wholesale Dry Goods asso- 
ciation to obtain terms of 8x10-60 ex- 
tra from hosiery and underwear manu- 
st 7 ate one sclling agent yesterday 
said: 

“This question has become an an- 
nual affair, and it is more or less look- 
ed for every year about this time. So 
far as I ain concerned,” he continued, 
“T am perfectly willing to sell on any 
terms the jobbers want, but they will 
pay any difference themselves. I, for 
one, make it a point to sall as per the 
jobbers’ terms, but I mark my goods 
accordingly.”

“There is no trouble selling goods 
now if you have them,” said one knit 
goods jobber yesterday. He _ stated

He also stated that the New York 
office of his company is having the big- 
gest year in its history, so far as the! 
sale of children’s hosiery is concerned. ! 
He believes that another good season | 
is in store for woolen hosiery for wom- | 
en, owing to the fact that the “ath- 
letic girl with the low shoe is here to 
stay.” 


Although manufacturers of women’s 
knitting novelty year are producing in 
large volume, one member of the in- 
dustry stated yesterday that notwith- 
standing a rushing business, he had to 
work on so close a margin that there 
was little profit for him.
